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NEWTON, Mass. (UPI)' — 
A computer specialist today 
published the results of a 
computerized -analysis of the 
assassination o f President 
John. F. Kennedy which he 
said indicated four gunmen 
firing from different locations 
committed the crime. 

Writing in the May issue of 
“Computers and Atitania- 
tion,” Richard E. Sprague 
said his analysis of the evi- 
dence indicated the assssina- 
tion was the result of a con- 
spiracy involving over 50 per- 
sons. 

Sprague’s article also said 


that members of the Dallas 
police department and ele- 
ments of the CIA were in- 
volved in the plot. 

Sprague based his conclu- 
sions on a partially completed 
computerized analysis of over 
300 photographs and 25,000 
frames of movie sequences. 

He said that of the 500 pho- 
tographs available to the War- 
ren Commission, it only 
looked at 26.
